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100 Miles an Hour by Boat. 
(From The New York Times.) 

An entirely new principle for the pre- 
pulsion of vessels has been invented by 
Herbert A. Rider and will be on exhibi- 
tion at the sportsmen’s show. According 
to itg inventor, it is applicable to ships 
of any size, and will bring within’the 
bound of possibility such extraordinary 
speeds as 100 to 150 miles an hour. 

About half way between the water line 
and the keel of the boat a pipe is run 
fore and aft, open at both ends, Ina 
cylinder connected with it by an elbow, 
curving aft, gas from vaporized kerosene 
of] willl be exploded, as gasoline is in 
the ordinary automobile. The fore-and- 
aft pipe will tbe full of water, and as 
waster is inelastic, all aft of the elbow 
will be forced out with tremendous force, 

Were it not for the pipe running for- 
ward, a bubble of great size under the 
stern would be the only result. But the 
forward pipe will be emptied of water 
also, a vacuum will be created, and wa- 
ter wili rush In to fill it. In this way 
the vessel will be forced through the wa- 
fer as though it were hauled along a 
cable stretched from shore to shore, 

In one cylinder 3,000 explosions a min- 
ute can be made by means of an drdi- 
nary induction coll. This would be try- 
ing on the machinery, so a number of 
cylinders, to be operated alternately, can 
be fitted to one, pipe. An ingenious at- 
tachment regulates the number of explo- 


sions. and maintains the proper pressure 
of the afr on the oil in the tank at the 
same time. a ie 

As many pipes as desired may be fitted 
to a vessel, and by reversi the 
connecting the cylinders with the pipe, 
the force may be expended in 
the boat astern instead af abead.* An 
inch and a half pipe will gerve an j8- 
foot boat, and it is hoped at the sports- 
men’s show to exhibit a. jaupch Witu 
three cylinders and a 4-inch pipe, capa- 
ble of developing 30 miles an hour with 
thirty-five horse power.

Passing of the Flemish. 


(From Publio Opinion.) 
Are Flanders and the Flemish to be- 
come mere names in history? Are the 


| proud traditions of the race to be forgot- 


ten today? These are questiuns which a 
recent article in The Hamburger Nach- 
richten answers in the affirmative. “Dur- 


jing the past summer the Belgians Céle- 


brated with great rejoincing the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the day when the 
Dutch yoke was cast off. For the Dutch- 
men this was a queer happening, but it 
was taken in good part, and the merry- 
making was even entered into. Mor in 
reality the Dutch did not regret the sep- 
aration—the union ‘of 1815 Was purely 
artificial and ‘both sides were relieved 
when separation became an open fact. 
There were too many differences of De- 
lief, temperament and custom, 

‘The Belgian Dutchmen, however, soon 
began to regret the separation. One ot 
the first acts of the new state was to 
make French an Official language, and the 
Belgians worked with might and main 
to make the country French. In _ 1840, 
however. Jan Frans Willems rose and de- 
manded that French and Flemish be given 
equal rights in the country, but it was 
not until 1863 tht the first Flemish word 
was heard in the national assembly. At 
this. time the movement had gained im- 
mense proportions. Such men as Snelia- 
ent, Blommeerr, Prudens van Dulzse, 
David, Conscience, Nolet de Braun gath- 
ered about Willems; a number of cele- 
brated literary men, Hendrik Conscience, 
Ledeganck, Jan van Beers and others 
created a great national poetry; news- 
papers and periodicals came into exist- 
ence, unions of propaganda were formed 
and the Flemish nationality—for centu- 
ries more or less oppressed—began to de- 
velop. But only in 1898 was Flemish put 
on an even footing with French .

and void, and authorizing the new board 
to ignore such action on the part of the 
old board. If such a resolution is pass- 
ed, the magor will, of course, veto it. 
Then it will go back to council and its 
friends claim they have seventeen votes 
for it, which will be enough to over- 
ride the veto.
